; necessary to convey a clear pic¬ 
ture of many of the problems 
confronting our daily lives. Even 
our family physician in checking 
our health takes our temperature 
over a period of days and then, 
in order to present a compari¬ 
son, converts the figures into a 
chart resembling a saw-tooth 
mountain range, its peaks denot¬ 
ing high temperatures and its 
depressions lower temperatures as 
well as the time of day at which 
these peaks and depressions 
occur. 

Practically all of the opera¬ 
tions o( our Water Department 
are charted in this manner daily 
and the functioning of each opera¬ 
tion is presented at one glance 
more clearly and in a more un¬ 
derstandable manner than can be 
told in words or figures. These 
charts, showing the daily produc¬ 
tion, storage, consumption and 
many other operations of the de¬ 
partment, are on file in the City 
Engineer's office and will gladly 
be shown and explained to any¬ 
one interested. 

Daily readings of the water 
level in the wells since January 
1, 1928, have been charted and 
from this we are able to see just 
what is happening to our under¬ 
ground storage almost 200 feet 
below the surface of the ground. 

\\ liter Level Slides 

For instance, we find the level 
came up six and one half feet 
during the first three months of 

1928. During the next five months 
it dropped 34 feet, due to the 
heavy summer pumping. Then in 
September, 1928, began a steady 
rise which continued until April, 

1929. However, the winter rains 
were not sufficient to replenish 
the amount withdrawn during the 
preceding summer and at the be¬ 
ginning of the pumping season 
of 1929 we find the water 13 
feet lower than in 1928. 

At the end of another heavy 
pumping season the level had 
dropped another 31 feet. In Sep¬ 
tember last year the water start¬ 
ed again to rise in the wells but 
the chart shows the recovery to 
be much slower than the year

Scooter And Bike 
Regulated By New 
Traffic Mandate 


Sierra Madre's new traffic or¬ 
dinance has been prepared for 
presentation to the City Council 
by Solicitor Phil Dodson find 
Police Chief McMillan. It will 
take the place of half a dozen' 
conflicting and only partly clear 
ordinances on the subject that 
will automatically be repealed by 
enactment of the new rgulations. 

Excpt in minor details made 
to deal with particular situations 
here, the regulations are the uni¬ 
form ones now in force in 70 
other Southern California cities 
and that have been recommended 
both by the State Highway De¬ 
partment and the various auto¬ 
mobile clubs. 

No change is proposed in ex¬ 
isting parking regulations except 
that parking on the public 
thoroughfares will not be permit¬ 
ted for more than half an hour 
between the hours of 2 and 6 
a.m. The purpose of this provi¬ 
sion is to prevent ail nlgnt park¬ 
ing in the streets. 

As it will be presented to the 
Council the ordinance will give 
the police control of any and 
every kind of vehicular traffic, 
including bicycles and scooters.

F. W. Grover of Berkeley, hon¬ 
or roll student of the Forest 
School, University of California, 
headed the list of competitors in 
the nation-wide U. S. Civil Ser¬ 
vice examination for the position 
of Junior Forester in the U. S.

in state prisons. 

Contending that probation is 
steadily proving the best and 
cheapest form of handling law¬ 
breakers, the state department of 
social welfare has issued its semi¬ 
annual report on probation work. 

In Los Angeles cSunty there 
are now 2,913 adults and 5,474 
juveniles on probation, the de- 
! partmeut stated. 

The state as a whole has 7,097 
adults and 12,226 juveniles on 
probation. 

| "Probation costs are but a small 
fraction of the cost of mainten¬ 
ance in institutions, says Mrs. 
Anna L. Saylor, department di¬ 
rector, and tne number who suc¬ 
ceed on probation is far greater 
than the number who come back 
afler serving time in prison. 

"There was no concerted ef¬ 
fort in California for perfecting 
probation methods until recently. 
Each county worked out its own 
methods with no established ma¬ 
chinery for learning what prac¬ 
tices other offices had developed. 
The courts have had no generally 
recognized policy toward proba¬ 
tion and cases which would be 
placed on probation by one judge 
would be sent to prison by 
others.” 

Only one woman is found 
among every 17 men now on 
probation in California, Mrs. ( 
Saylor declared. Among juveniles 
there are 8,125 boys and 4,105 
girls, or practically twice as many 
boys as girls. 

Collections from probationers 
for support of families and fines 
and restitutions amounted to 
$166,993 for adults last year and 
$116,007 for juveniles, the report 
indicated.

Conditions At San Quentin 
And Folsom Almost 
Made To Order 

SACRAMENTO, Aug 1 . 8 -(UP)_ 

A huge dynamo, running listless¬ 
ly at half speed. 

That’s the picture drawn of the 
labor power in California’s state 
prisons, now turning only at half 
speed because there is nothing to 
ocupy the inmates. 

San Quentin and Folsoin are 
overflowing, cells crowded with 
twice and three times as many 
men as they were built to ac¬ 
comodate. The prisoners are semi- 
idle, or working at routine tasks 
with machinery long since anti¬ 
quated. 

Riots and outbreaks are just 
around the corner for these 
thousands of desperate men, “rot¬ 
ting away” in their idleness, in 
the opinion of many officials. 
“What’s to be done about it?” 
The California Taxpayers' As¬ 
sociation answers the question by 
demanding sufficient public sup¬ 
port to permit industrial develop¬ 
ment. Proper facilities are advo- 1 
cated for inside the walls and 
proper development of state use 
of prison-made products to pro¬ 
vide a market for these Industries. 

A Utopian scheme, is the retort 
of the law makers, since or¬ 
ganized labor simply will not 
stand for general production by 
prisoners. 

Some statistics gathered by 
the association are interesting 
In San Quentin, they found, ap¬ 
proximately 4,500 prisoners are 
confined. Of these 54 per cent 
were occupied in non-revenue-pro¬ 
ducing work, which had to do 
with the maintenance and opera- 
t.on of the prison. Nearly five 
per cent were unemployed be¬ 
cause of sickness or other rea- 
sons. • j 

The remainder were in the 
prison factories, in most cases 
two or three men doing the work 
one man could do. 

In Folsom even worse condi- '• 
tions were discovered. Here there 
were more than 2,000 men, not 
employed in revenue producing 
labor. Nearly 700 were working 
in the rock quarry, which can 1 
comfortably accommodate not ; 
more than 200 men, excavating i 
rock for a new building on which ' 
480 men were working, far more ! 
than needed for its construction, I

sonable, is that the tree needs 
food in the early' spring in the 
form of quick-acting nitrates. He 
says that an evergreen tree like 
tlie avocado, does not .Ctore up 
food as the deciduous trees do, 
but that it lives from hand-to- 
mouth and it needs lots of food to 
start it into growth early in the 
spring and that the winter rains 
have probably washed out all the 
food that might have been there 
for its use. 

So he advises using sulphate of 
ammonia, nitrate of lime, blood- 
meal or any good fertilizer which 
is composed of quick acting 
nitrogen.

MORE ABOUT AVOCADOS 


H HERE has just been an¬ 
other meeting of avoca¬ 
do growers at La Habra 
Heights. All the old- 
timers were there and we get 
a great kick of meeting together, 
every so often, to swap ideas. 
The avocado industry is so new 
and there is so much yet to learn 
that we all hope to learn some¬ 
thing new from our fellow grow¬ 
ers. 

The subject of discussion this 
time was “production” and we 
were fortunate enough to have 
with us Prof. Hodgson of the 
University of California, College 
of Agriculture. He has been mak¬ 
ing an extensive study of avo¬ 
cado culture from the scientific 
point of view. As yet, he says, 
his views are theories and not 
facts as he has not had time to 
work them out in a practical 
way. 

The avocado has one character¬ 
istic that is hard in the market¬ 
ing of the fruit and that is, that 
it fruits heavily one year and 
rests more or less the next. When 
one tree rests it seems as if most 
of the others do, too. It would be 
all right If half of the trees 
bore heavily one year and half, 
the next year and so on, then 
we would have a uniform crop. 
But they do not do it that way; 
they all get the same idea the 
same season. So, we have a 
bumper crop oue year and a 
small crop the next and prices 
are either away up, as they 
were this year, or they are away 
down as they are expected to be 
this coming season. 

Now what we are all so 
anxious about, is a way to con¬ 
trol the trees so that there will 
be more uniform crops. He has 
some good ideas on the subject. 
One of them is the controling 
of the crop by thinning the 
fruit. 

The avocado tree exhausts 
itself when it bears a heavy crop, 
so that it has no reserve strength 
to produce the next season. We 
personally know that this is 
true because we have demon¬ 
strated it right at our nursery. 
Trees we have thinned have 
borne good crops the following 
season and trees we have not 
touched did not bear so well. 

I' believe that if a tree is 
stripped of all its fruit on a 
bumper crop year that you will 
have fruit on the off year when 
others are getting very little and 
when the price is high. 

Another point that Prof. Hodg¬ 
son brought out that sounds rea-

Citrus growers have been 
warned by M. B. Rounds, county 
farm advisor, to be on the alert 
against a disease known as oak 
root fungus or armillaria. 
Whether the citrus grower knows 
it or not, he says, there are a 
great many roots which have oak 
root fungus infected trees. These 
citrus trees do not show the 
trouble until the top becomes af¬ 
fected. The symptoms In the top 
are constant dying back of the 
healthy shoots, even though the 
leaves on the tree appear to be 
green and fairly healthy. It trav- 
ls from tree to tree by means of 
the roots and the area soon en¬ 
larges to such an extent that the 
cost of prevention and the loss 
in trees is considerable. 

The cause of the disease is a 
fungus which lives on the live 
roots of the citrus tree, and when 
the infection increases to the ex¬ 
tent that most of the roots are 
affeced, the tree dies. 

The farm advisor states that 
those interested in control mea¬ 
sures will find it profitable to at¬ 
tend a public demonstration which 
will be held August 19 at the G. 
W. Brink orchard, south of Clare¬ 
mont on Alexander avenue.
